VITAL  STATISTICS 

The  principal  causes  of  death  were  heart  disease,  various  forms  of  cancer 
and  vascular  lesions  of  the  nervous  system.  Of  the  heart  conditions,  coronary 
disease  and  angina  were  the  most  frequent  single  causes  of  death.  The 
corrected  death  rate  for  the  Urban  District  was  10.71  per  1000  residents 
compared  with  13*37  in  1965*  The  death  rate  for  England  and  Wales  as  a whole 
was  11.7* 

Two  children  died  within  the  first  year  of  life  giving  an  infant  mortality 
rate  of  21.98  per  1000  live  births  compared  with  12.35  in  the  previous  year. 

The  infant  mortality  rate  for  England  and  Wales  as  a whole  is  19*0.

RAINFALL 


The  total  rainfall  for  the  year  was  30-54  inches  compared  with  an  average 
of  25.26  inches  over  the  past  ten  years. 

Rain  fell  on  217  days  (212  days  in  1965),  August  being  the  wettest  month 
with  4.59  inches,  and  March  the  driest  with  0.99  inch. 

PUBLIC  CLEANSING 


The  disposal  of  refuse,  particularly  during  the  summer  months,  continues 
to  present  difficulty  owing  to  the  limited  capacity  of  the  incinerator.  During 
the  year  quantities  of  c] -inker  Have  removed  from  the  incinerator  tip  to 

enable  the  disposal  of  refuse  to  continue.

A large  proportion  of  the 
meat  from  animals  slaughtered  at  one  of  the  slaughterhouses  is  for  consumption 
outside  the  district,  and  inspections  at  these  premises  accounts  for  the  major- 
part  of  work  carried  out  on  meat  inspection.
